ACCORDING CHIEF OF INTERROGATION BUREAU, NATIONAL POLICE, 
POLICE ARRESTED 60O STUDENTS MORNING AUGUST 25 AND 400 
THAT EVENING. POLICE OFFICIAL ALSO CONFIRNED THAT GIRL 
( 3 RD-YEAR PHARMACY STUDENT) WAS SHOT AND KILLED BY COM- 
BAT POLICE MORNING AUGUST 25. POLICE OFFICIAL CLAIMED 
THAT NEPHEW OF GENERAL DINH WAS AMONG THOSE ARRESTED AND 
PLACED IN JAIL AND THAT GENERAL DINH SAID TO LEAVE H-IM THERE 
FOR FEW DAYS. 
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FORNER FOREIGN MINISTER MAU, WHO WAS SCHEDULED DEPART VIETNAM

REPORT FROM US CONSUL HUE INDICATES THAT SIX UNIVERSITY 
PROFESSORS STILL IN JAIL, OF WHOM THREE ARE DEANS WHO 
RESIGNED. OTHER PROFESSORS RELEASED AFTER SIGNING STATE- 
NENT THAT THEIR ORIGINAL RESIGNATION ON AUGUST I7 WAS 
ONLY IN SUPPORT OF FATHER LUAN, DEAN OF UNIVERSITY OF HUE, 

AND NOT IN SUPPORT OF BUDDHISTS. THERE ARE APPARENTLY 
QUITE A FEW STUDENTS STILL IN JAIL IN HUE,

IN HUE, ONE BANNER STATED "WE REQUEST GVN TO SENTENCE TO 
DEATH REBELS WHO MISUSED BUDDISM AND PLOTTED OVERTHROW OF 
GVN." CONSUL HELBLE ALSO REPORTS THAT THERE IS MUCH EVIDENCE 
INDICATING THAT POLICE AND INTER-FAMILY GROUPS WERE USED TO 
BRING OUT DEMONSTRATORS AND THAT LARGE PERCENTAGE OF DEMO- 
NSTRATORS WERE FROM OUTSIDE HUE. SEVERAL EYEWITNESSES OF 
DEMONSTRATION REPORT THAT ONLOOKERS COMNENTED TO EFFECT 
THAT DEMONSTRATORS HAD ALSO DEMONSTRATED EARLIER BUT THAT 
NOW THEY ARE NOT ALLOWED TO WEAR THEIR YELLOW MOURNING
